Agricultural Education.

BEES ON THE FARM. 

The hum of tbe busy little houeybee 
should be heard on every farm. A 
moderate amount of cure given to 
these industrious workers will help out 
considerably iu these days of the high 
tost of living by providiug u supply 
of the most delicious and healthful of 
all sweets for the table. It is especial- 
ly ;ood for cookiug purposes and Ls 
fur superior to uuy other sweet for 
the little folks. 

it la uot necessary to go into exten- 
sive beekeeping iu order to have honey 
lor the home. A half a dozen colonies 
when properly cared for will give tbe 
average family all that it can use and 
possibly some to sell. 

Of course if tbe farmer cared to do 
so he could easily keep u larger num- 
ber of colonies uud udd to hit income 
by their work. Quite ofteu the wo- 
men of tbe farm attend to the beet 
mid buy relief from the drudgery of 
furm life through tbe aid of these little 
Insects. 

In days gone by most of the bees kept 
o U farms were to lie round iu hollow 
logs, commouly known as "bee gums." 
or else in tight Is.xt* with a few sticks 
BOUad across on (lie inside, to ■ bleb 
the liees attached I heir combs. 

The favo.lte method of removing the 
honey or "robbing Hie liees." as It was 
at fea*i wus to smother them by plac- 
ing the hive over a pit in which brim- 
stone wus burning. Then Hie honey 
could be taken out. but It would be 
necessary 10 get more bees next year. 
However, tills cruel metlusl has pass- 
ed away, uud uow almost every bet- 
keeper uses hives with movable frames, 
and the honey can l»o removed without 
killing a siugie bee.
